February Twas Yofeph Sealiger,or L’Efcale, who flourith’d about 180, that 
1709. invented this Period, joyning the 3 Cycles together, in imitation of 
CPV Viftorins, Native of Aquitain, a very able Chronologer, who liv’d in 
the Time of Pops Leo, and Hilarius his Succeffor, about 460, who 
having joyn’d the Cycles of the Sun, andof theAZoon, Gontpos’d a P 
riod, call’d the Victorian, that took in 532 Years; othefs attrabut 
this lavention of the ¥sftorian Period, to Dionyfius Exiguns, a Learned 
Abbot, and by Birth a Scythian; who flourith’d in the Reign of Thee- 
doricus, K. of the Oftrogeths, and of his Grandfon Athalaricus, ab An. 
Ch. 520. ad Ann. 533. aad ’tis for this Reafon they call it the Dsenyfian 
Period; but they are miftakeo,for he has only given it another Begin- 
ning, apylying it to the Year of the Nativity of the Aseffias; to begin 
again, in 533, and to continue to the End of the World. The Princi-, 
pal ufe of the Julian Period, is to have a firm and {table Rule for the 
computing of Years, amidft the different Opinions of Chronologers,, 
who do not agree in the Epocbe and Calculation of Years fince the 
Creation of the World, which it is Prior to, even according taal 
Chronologers. Thus if youmake ufe of this Period to note the Chro- 
nology, there wil] be no room left todoubtof the Time noted, which 
does not come to pafs, ina diftioguifhing the Time by the Epocha’s. 
For when a Chronologift, for Example, notes the Year of the World 
3oo1. I can’t underftand him, if I don’t know he reckons 405 3 Years 
ante Nat. Christ. and that according to him, the firft Year of the 
World, is the firft of thefe 4c53, but if he notes the Year 3663 of 
the Fulian Period, I can clearly perceive what his Meaning is ; 
This Period never varying, but being always the fame. , 





: An Example will make this much more con/picuous, : 
The firft Year after the Nativity of Our Lord, according to the 
common Opinion, had 10 of the Sun, 2 of the Moon,and 4 of the Jn-

February that be knew it was the Voice of God [peaking intbe Garden; who can 
1709. therefore deny, that Reafon and Speech were not, of the fame 
Land growth in Adam? Wherefore fome of the Ancients, tho’ in other 
refpeéts very Learned Meno were. in a grofs Error, when they af- 
firin’d (as Diodorus Siculus, in his Hiftory, and Vitrav. de Archie, 
oe =. sha, et.) That Man at firft liv’d like Beafts in Woods and 
we Caves, and fpoke Inarticulate and Confufed, till gathering toge- 
ther thro’ Fear, they knew their own Likenefs, and made Signs 
one to another, whereby they would exprefs this or that thing ; 
and then difperfiug’ themfelves over the World in Companies and 
Clans, they could not have the fame Language, becaufe every one 
feparately gave peculiar Names to Things, as they happen’d ia 
their way. But this Dream of theirs, which proceded from their 
Ignorance of the Hiftory of the Creation is refuted by Ex/eb, de 
Prap. Evang. \. 1. C. 4 | ene? 
. Nor is it lefs certain, that Man had no Natural Language, 
but, that both the Firf in the Creation, and the reft at the Divifi- 
on of Tongues’ after the Flood, owe their Origin to Divine or 
Human [oltitution, of which afterwards: For (as Fran. Valles de 
Sacra Philofopbia, cap, 2. argues) If any Language were Natural, it 
would be ig-born, notwithftanding a Maa fhould leara another 
way of Speaking, and fo all Men would have two Languages: Be- 
fides, the /ir/t Language would be learned with greater eafe than any 
other, becaufe Nature at leaft would incline us to it: But thecon- 
trary is manifeft ; for we find in our felves no greater Inclination ’ 
to the Hebrew Tongue (which, we now take for granted to be the 
fir?) thanto any other. Further, if any Language was Natural in 
a Man, all the World would ufeit, all would waderftand it, ‘and 
it would be impoflible to forget it by Difufe ; for that which comes 
by Nature, is the fame every where, with all Men, and always. ‘The 
very Conftitution of Languages, in which fome words are Radical 
or Primitive, and fome Derivatives likewife the Formation of Verbs 
and Nouns, and the Diftinction of them accofding to certain Riles 
intoPerfons, Genders, and Numbers, are all of them clear Argu- 
ments, that they did not proceed froma Blind Impetus of Nature, - 
but from fome inselligent Nature, which difpofes all things with 
the utmoft Art. Thisis confirm’d alfo by an Experiment which 
Pfammetichus, King of Egypt, made, as Herodotus relates it, /. 2. 
and our Purchafe tells the fame of Melabdin Echabar, King of In 
doftan, who goes by the Name of the Great Adogul; they order’d fea 
veral Infants to be brought up fecluded from all manner of Society; 
withintent to find out what Tongue they woold fpeak accordiig 


to | 
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to Nature; but they were frufrated ; for when the Children were February 


grown up they could not {peak. onearticulate Word ; for tho’ 
fome of them cry’d Bec, Bec, that might be learn’d from the 
Goats which they fuck’d, or from fome other Animals; and 
as Poftellus obferves, thofe words, ba, be, bi, bac, -bec, &c. which 
are pronounc’d by the Lips chiefly, are commonly fpoken by 
Motes, and Infants of three Months old. 

3 Therefore th isno Language Natural, but it either de- 
pends on Inftitution, or is learn’d by Imitation, and the firft 
Language did neceffarily come from God, or Man. For we cannot 
deny, but that fome Language may proceed from the Ioftitution of 
Man, fince Nature has given him all the Inftruments of Speech, 
and God has informed him with Reafon, by the help of which he 
is able to obferve the difference of Sounds, and by the various Mo- 
dulation of his Voice to diftinguifh Letters, and by the Connexion 
of them, to Compofe Words and Sentences:; I do not fee, but Men 
living together, may form (by Compa)’ the Rudiments: of any 
Language, as outward Signs to exprefs themfelves by. Do not: 
we daily fee new Words Coyn’d by the Learned in every Language, 
which by common ufe become Familiar, and fo pafs current for 
Signs of their inward Conceptions ? In every Art newly inven- 
ted, are there not feveral technical Words? I¢ is plain therefore 
to me, that Men, either by a Tacit, of  exprefs loftitution, may 
form fome perfe& Language. But, if we queftion not what can 
be done, but what was done in the beginning of the World ; it is: 
plain, from the Hiftory of the Creation, that the firft Language 
came from God, and that He, who Created the Soul of the fir# 
Man, not as rafa tabula, but furnifh’d it with Knowledge, infus’d 
into him a Language, withont which his Knowledge had been of 
no ferviceto him: Whence itis, Gen.2. Where weread, that: 
Adam was made.a living Soul, Onkelos renders it a Speaking Spirit : 
Befides our firft Parents, immediately after they were Created, 
difcours’d with one another, with God, and with the Serpent: 
and Adam gave:Names tothe living Creatures, which plainly 
proves, that their Language came not. from any private Agree- 
ment or Inftitution of their own,-' but was Created with them: 
both by God; and this was very agreeable to the Divine 
Goodne/s, (as Abraham de Balmis Pref. Gram: obferves) that 
when. God had Created Heaven and Earth, and Man to dwell upon 
it; he gave him alo a Tongue’-ta Celebrate both the Particular 
and Univerful Parts of his Creation, Therefore: the firft Lan- 
guage came from God to Adam; ' from whom, by Ufe and

This INuftrious Perfon has made a Figure, in this part of the 
World, remarkable for the fingular Management of his Private 
Affairs, more than. for any extraordinary Publick Employment 
that he has gone thro’, having lived the former part of his Life under 
fuch Princes, who either being privately Piqu’d at him on particu- 
lar Accounts, or publickly Acting contrary to his profefs’d Senti- 
ment in Point of National Intereft, thought fit, on every Oc- 
cafion, to Difcouatenance him, and prevent his appearing at the 
Head of Bufinefs. | So aaa 
‘As this gave him firft a long Recefs from Publick Employment,. 
fo it took off the Edgeof his Ambition, and his Private Fortunes 
growing uponhim, he applied himfelfto a Life of more Eafe, Di- 
verting himfelf in Magnificent Buildings, ExquifiteGardens, and 
every thing that could make the Life of a Perfon of his Degree 
Pleafant and Agreeable: Of which in its place ; , eee 
He was of Noble Birth, tho’ in the firft part of his Life we fitid 
him without any profpe@ of the Honours thas afterwards Fame 
furnifh’d for him. His Father was “Lord Montague of Boughe 
ton in Northampton-fhire, of the Noble Family of Montague, a Fami-. 
ly Eminent at this Time in Exgland, in the following Branches of 
Peers, viz. The Duke of Montague, Son and Succeffor to this Noble 
Perfon, with the Earls of Saxdwich, Manchefter, and Hallifax, belides 
a great many Honourable Braaches of.Geatlemena, 00 many to put 
down hese, whofe Merit has caufed us to fee five ata time of this 
Name in the Houfe of Commons, befides others in the moft confiderable 
: Employ- 
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Employments in the Army, Navy, ‘the Law, and’ the Govern- 


eng. te 
We find the prefent Great Perfon made his firft Appearance in 
the World ina private Capscity————He had no other Title but 
Mr: Montagne, no other Profpeét, but that of his Perfonal Merit to 
Advance him in the World ———— Yee in this Figure we find him 
make two Steps inthe World, almoft Prodigious.in their Nature, 
his Circumftances confidered , one into a Place of the greateft Ho- 
nour in the Nation ; and the fecond; into the Arms of the greateft 
Lady of Fortune ia the Nation. . 

in the firft, he became Rival to the createft Subje& in the King- 
dom ; and in the laft Rival, as was reported, to his Soveraign ; 
and for which, tho’ he loft very much of his Mafter, he 
made it all upIN' HIS MISTRESS; fome have paft indeed 
fome Reflections upon the Honour of his Proceedings.in that \Af- 
fair, but I never heard any Body refie& upon -his Politicks 
for it. : O04 | 

The King, who all Men allow’d, was Mafter of the Capaci- 
ties of his Nobility, and, who knew well enough how to jadge of 
the Fitnefs of the Perfons he pitch’d upon, had a full Satisfaction in. 
the growing Parts and Accomplifhments of this Gentleman, tho’ 
then very young ;°and hud for fome'time réfolved to Introduce 
him into Bufinefs,>* and in Courfe to Advance’ him. To this 
End, be‘had all poflible Encouragement to come toCourt, where 
he made his firft Appearance about the Year 1666, being the firft 
Dutch War, inthe mae ate of which, it was apparent, the 
King took Kis: Meafures fo much from, and Concerted fo openly 
with Mr. Adantagae, that all the Court began to look upon him as 


an, 


a Rifing:Perfon, and -expe&ed him to'be in a little time the Princi- 
pal Favourite of the Court. : 
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He had nota great deal of Time to’ Experience the Envy and* 


Intrigue of the Court Politicians ; indeed his Intereft rofe at firft in 
his Prince’s Inclination, ‘and was Cultivated there by his own pro- 
per:Merit; the Malice of Enemies found no room to faften upon 
him, and he enjoy’d an Uninterrupted Freedom, and even to an 
Intimacy with King: Charles for about three Years——When his- 
oe gave fome Check to its felf, for nothing elfe was able 
to do if. Lo , 

_- In the Year 1669, theFavour of his Mafter the King was fo en- 
tirely center’d-in him, that -he pitch’d upon him, from among 
all his Great Mea, as BmbaMadour Extraordinary to the Court of 


France.

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It isnot my Bufinefs here to enter into . Secret Hiftories, . the 
Publick Acknowledg’d Bufinefs of this Embafly was only Matter 
Some called it an Embafly of. Gratitude, “to 
acknowledge the Kiadnefs of the King of France to the King. and: 
his Family when they were Refugees in ‘that Court ——— Others 
{aid, it was to obtain Or Solicit, fome Interefts of the Queen Mo- 
ther, and her Daughter the: Dutchefs of Orleans, Sifter to King 
Charles the Second ; fome Differences-having about that- time hap- 
pened in their Family-concern———Butothers, more penetrating in 
Affairs of State, at that time, pretended to fay; that this.was the time 
when the Englifh Court fell into French Councils; © and when the 
King finding his Parliament run upon Matters of Liberty, and De- 
bate with him about the Nice Articles of Government ; and 
when the Court giving themfelves:up to all fort'of “Expenfive Luxu- 
ry and Vice, calling them by the fpecious and new-fafhioned. Term, 
GALLANTRY ; found neither the National Revenues, or fuch flow 
and {mall Parliamentary Supplies as could be gotten, and which 
came very backward, fufficientto fupport the Expence. Here the 
King began to farnith himfelf with Freach Money,at the Price of Sel- 
ling himfelf, his Government and Country, to French Councils-—~ 
That from henceforth he became Penfioner to France, that he:might 
be enabled to make his Parliament Penfioners .too ; and that having 
Debauch’d his.Morals to all Extremity before, he was now bronght 
to the Neceflity of Debauching his Politicks, in order to fapport, 
bY tas Feasnery of the laft, the Exceffles and Extravagance: of 
the frit. YY dyin’ 
From hence, they alledge, the French King laid the Ground-plot' 
of all his Ambition and Greatnefs———And thofe that.carry things 
thus far, tell us, that at this Embafly was Concerted in the French 
and Englifh Courts, the Compleat Overthrow of the States of Hol- — 
land, which brokeout not till two Years‘and a half after, in that © 
dreadful Irruption the French made upon them ia 1672, the King 
of England at the fame time, and under the Influence of the fame’ 
Council, not only fending over.12000 Men intothe French Sere 
vice, under the Pretence of fending the King of France fix Regi- 
ments only; but alfo falling upon the Dutch by Sea, in the moft 
dnaccountable and furprizing manner, in the Affair of the Smyrna

Fortune, who, (as thofe that by Piece-meal tell that Story fay,) the 
King was in Love with, and this was the Countefs Dowager of 
Northumberland, Mother to: her Grace the prefent Dutchefs of So- 
merfet, and a Lady, not of the greateft Family only, but of the 
greateft Fortune at that time in England. - 

But to return to the Embafly about the beginning of Aprsl. 1665. 
Mr. Montagu, with an Equipage befitting the Mafter fending, ra- 
ther than the Perfon fent, fet out on his Embafly to the French Court, 
——Where he was Received with the ufual Magnificence of that 
Splendid Court, and was allowed a Publick Entry on the 25th of 
the fame Month ; which Entry was made with a more than Com- 
mon Appearance, forthe Honour of hisCountry, and not a little 
owing to the Gallantry and Contrivance of Mr. Montage him- 
felf;: who was by his,Genius fitted for every Great Thing, as much 


as moft Men of his Time. 


It would be endlefs,.. to enter into the Particulars and Ceremo- 
nies of this Publick Appearance ; "tis enough to fay, it has never 
been fince Equalied, no, not in Paris. The reft of which may te 
guefled by this, That he had 74 Pages and Footmen in Rich Live- 
ries, 12 led Horfes, with their Furniture, 24 Gentlemen on Horfe- 
back, 18 Englifh Noblemen, and Gentlemen of Quality shat ap- 
pear’d with him ; 4 Rich Coaches with 8 Horfes each, and 2 Chae 
riots with 6, made as Fine and as Coftly as Art and Workmen 


could Contrive. And.in thefe rid the Engli(b Noblemen and Gen- 
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tlemen that Accompanied the Embaffador ; the Embaflador him- 
{elf Riding in the King of France’s Coach of . State. 

In this manner, he was Conducted to his Audience of the King, 
who received him with all.poflible Magnificence, and feveral Marks 
of .DiftinG@ion, and particular Refpe&, unufual in the like Cafes : 
After the Ceremonial wasover, the King of France Treated him 
with uncommon Refpe&, putting all the Marks. of Honour and 
Diftinétioa upon, him that..was 
Dinner, Publickly, by the Duke of. Orleance, and. Treated in

Here it was that his Grace formed the Ideas ia his own Mind, | 
both of Building and Gardening; which he has fhown, he retain’d 
at his Arrival; by the Noble Pile of Building, he has Ere@ed at 
Boughton in Northampronfhire, after the Pattern, and as his Dimenfi- 
ous would:allow, the very Modelof the Palace of Verfailles, Be- 
fides, his Houfe at Bloomsbury, which for Magnificence, and Figure 
of Building, is not out-done by any of its Size in this Nation, 
and has ferv’d for a Pattern to feveral-Noble Perfons in England 
Build by. i hore 

During this Stay at Verfailes, all the Secret Negociations were 
carried on with the French King in the Appartment of Monfieur 
De Louvoy, the King of France's Chief Minifter, where the Embaf- 
fador often Diged, aad where, under the Colour-of that Civility, 
the Confereaces were held And to. fome of'which the Pope’s 
Nuncio was admitted ; which gave Occafion afterward of great 
Uneafine(s in England, and fome made Reflections, as if she Affair 
of the Popith Plot was here Concerted. ; 

Thefe Reflections indeed ftruck deep, for they muft of Courfe, 
faggeft, that'King Charles tl. muft Confent to the Maffacre of! his 
Subjets, and’ the Overthrow of the Proteftant Religion in his own 
Kingdom, and that this Noble Perfon fhould concern himfelf 
in it. , | 

However it was, “tis evident, thatin the Year, 1678. Nine 
Years afterthis Embafly, when Mr. AMonrague, being then returned, 
was a Member of the Houfe of Commons, and had fhown there fome 
Warmth againft Popery, aad the Popifh Plor, which was juft then 
diftovered, a full Proof that he was not in the Secret. The King 
caufed al) hisPapersto be feized, and his Clofet to:be-nailed up. ' 

This was indeed a Court Intrigue, for the King fiading Mr. Afon- 
ragu fall in with the Patriots of thofe-Times againft the ‘Court, - 
made this Pretence to feize his Papers, im hopes-to gey into’ his 
hands, and ftifle, fomePapers: whichit’ was apprehended Mr. Afod 
fagu would’ produce ; fo that the Defign of the Court, was’ nov'to 
Expofe his Papers, but'te Concealthem: 7. i 

Their Politicks failed them however, ‘that laid this Snare+ for 
bim ; for having fome Notice of it beforeehe Execution, he Pre 

vente 
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vented the Seizure, by Conveying thofe Papers away which they February 


enquir'd for; and forthe reft, fe managed it witha ftrange, and 
very.bappy Dexterity. . 

The.1 9th of December, 1678, being foon after the Difcovery of 
the Popifh Plot, the King fends the following Meffage to the Hloufe 
of Commons, Viz. 

That his Majefty baving receiv’d Information, that his late Embafja- 
dor.in France, Mr. Mountague, 4 Member of that Houfe, bad beld 


feveral Conferences with the Pope’s Nunciothere, without any Diretkions 


or. Inftruttions from his Majesty: His Majefly, to the end he might 
know.the Truth of the Matter, bad given Orders for feizing Mr. Mon- 
tague’s Papers. 

To Counter-a& this Plot, Mr. Montagu, in his own{Defence, made 
a Speech in the Houfe of Commons, acquainting them, That he had 
in his Cuftody feveral Papers, which he conceiv’d might tend very 
much to the Safety of his Majefty’s Perfon, and the Prefervation of 
the Kingdom. . And accordingly a Box of Writings was fent for, 
and open’d inthe Houfe; and two Letters were produc’d and read 
in the Houfe, Subfcrib’d Danby 5 la the firft of which, dated 
the 17th of Fan, 1677. were thefe Expreflions—— 

My Lord, yefterday Monfieur Rouvigny came tome with Monfienr 
Barrillon ; (baving given me his Father’s Letters the Day before) and 
they Difcours'd much upon the Confidence bis King bath of the Firmnefs of 
ours to him, of the good*Opinion his Mafter bath of me,- and of bis 
King’s Refolution to conde{cend to any thing that is not Infamous to him, 
for the Satisfattion of our King, how certawmly our King may depend upon 
all forts of Affiftance and Supplies from bis Mafter, in cafe the Friend» 
rip be preferved The main of their Drifts was to engage me to pre- 
vail with the Kinz, to prevail with the Prince of Orange—— The King 
mujt come to fome Declaration of ‘bis Mind to the Parliament when st 
mets: That which makes the Peace yet le{s probable, is, That the 
Doke grows everg Day les inclin'd to it, and bas created agreater Indif- 
ferency in the King than I could have imagin'd, which being added to 
the French King’s Refolution not to part with Tournay, do, 1 confefs; 
make we defpair of any Accommodation ; Neverthelefs, I am affur'd that 
one principal Canfe of the Adjournment of thirteen Days, has been to 
fee sf any Expedient for the Peace could have been found out in that 
time ; and the Effect of the. Adjournment hath been, that no Body now 
will believe other than thas the Peace ss already concluded betwixt ius and 





' France, : 


And farther, in another Letter, dated Adarch the 25th. 
In cafe the Condstions of Peace fhall be accepted, the King expetts 
fix Millions of Livres Yearly, for three Years, from the Time that 
, this 
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February this Agreement fhall be Sign’d betmjxt His Majefly and the King of 
19709. France, becaufe it will be two or three Years before be can hope to find bis 
war Parliament in an Humour to give him Supplies, after the having made any 
Peace with Prance ; andthe Ambaffador here las agreed to that Sum, but 
not for fo long atime: If you find that Peace! will not be’ accep. 
ted, you are not to mentionthe Money atall, and all poffible Care muft 
be taken, to have this whole Negociation as private as 15 poffible, fer fear 
of giving Offence at Home, where for the moft part we have sin ten 
Days after any thing is Communicated to the French Minifters. 

Upon reading thefe Letters, it was immediately refolved ia Par- 
liament, That there was fufficient Matter of Impeachment againft 
Thomas Ear] of D——by, Lord High Treafurer of England ; and 
Grace was Honourably Acquitted of Sufpicion. 

This very thing overthrew the Earl of Da——by, and his Party, 
which indeed was the K. himfelf, and perfe&ly broke all their 
Meafures: The Earl of D——by was ordered to be Impeached, and 
was Impeach’d, as appears at large in the Hiftory of thofe Times. 

It will not be wondred at, if this Behaviour of Mr. Montagu 
leffened himio the Favour of the King, and that the remainder of that 
Reign he did not come much to Court, tho’ the King fuffered him to 
enjoy the Place of Mafter of the Great Wardrobe all that Reign. 

it occurs next, to tell you, tho. we muft go back: to his firft 
Journey to France Itis alledged, that the Embaffador had a Se- 
cret Commiffion from the King, to win over to him a certain En- 
glifh Lady, who was then in France, and who pafs’d for the geateft 
Beauty of that Age, and who had, asI hinted before, a moft im- 
moderate Fortune-———How well his Majefty found himfelf ferved 
in his State-Affairs by Mr. AZontagu, while in France, I can fay little 
to——But in this Affair of Love, it was well known by the Confe- 
quence 5 for inftead of winning over the Lady to his Soveraign’s 
Bed, he found the way to Bed.toher himfelf, tho’ in a more Ho- 
nourable Way than was fuppofed the other defign’d. 

<. Thefe two Aions Sowred the King to him almoft all that 
Reign, but the exceeding great Fortune he cbtaind with that fine 
Lady, was oo doubt, afliftant to him to bear his Difafter with the 
more Courage. : Se 
it might not be improper here to note what a Degree of Liberty 
* that unhappy Prince gave himfelf up to, and how he openly allow’d 
himfelt in things, we {hall not mention —That he could make the So- 
lem Character of an Embaffador Extraordinary ftoop fo low, as to 
Sollicit his Mafter’s Unlawful Love, to give it mo worfe a Term. But 
Mr. Montagu paid a Jufter Debt to the Lady’s Virtue, and tho’ it 
was called a worfe Name by the King, and he appeared extreamly 
. - dif 
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difgofted at Mr. Afontague at firft ; yet there lay fo much Shame at. February 


the bottom, and the thing was fo unjuftifiable in it felf,- that the 
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King found it more Prudent to let fall his Refentment, and appear — oS 





outwardly Reconciled to Mr. Montagu. — 

On the other hand, the Lady had no Difficulty to determine, 
whether fhe fhould Sacrifice her Honour to obtain the Contempti- 
ble Name of MiftrefS, or worfe, to her Soveraign, or joyn Ho- 
nourably with a Noble Man of Rifing Fortunes; and who, by his 
Condu@.of. Things in the Poft he was then in, fhewed, that he was- 
not unlikely, or Unqualified to be in Time one of the Greateft. 
Men in the Nation———And therefore, it was reported, that when 
the King ask’d her afterwards, what thecould fee in Afontague, to 
make her choofe him for a Husband, fhe Anfwered, with a great. 
deal of readinefs of Wit, The fame that his Majesty [aw in bim to 
choofe him for an Embaffador , intimating, that it was the Ornaments 
of his Mind, and the Shining Qualities the faw in him that recom- 
mended him to her Choice,; rather than bis Perfon. Some- 
thing might be fuppofed to joya to his Advantage in Courting this 
Lady, from the Circumftance fhe was then in As perhaps, 
mov'd withfome Refeatment,. to have fo foul a Motion made to 
her from the King himfelf in fo known .a manner, which, however, 
fhe might refift with Indignation, yet might open the Mouth of the 
World to fuggeft her a Perfon fitto make fuch an Application to. 
——This the Embaffador, no doubt, knew very well‘how to 
makehis Advantage of, and made if Affiftant co his Suit. 

In fhort, he compafs’d the. Lady with an extraordinary Fortune, 
bosh, nodoubt, to his infinite Satisfa@tion : And thus, finifhing his Ma- 
fter’s Errand and his own,he had his Audience of Leaye of the King of 
France,and Princes of the Blood, the King making him feveral Magni+ 
ficent Prefents, and:'Treating him with all poflible Refpect to the laft 

Athis Return, asI noted already, the King appear’d Difguited 








forawhile; butas it wasa Bufinefs that would not bear to be. 
talk’d of, the King pafs'd it over, and continued his Favour to him, . 


gave him the Place of Mafter of the Wardrobe, and all feem’d to 
be pafs’d over, till the Time of the Popifh Plot ; when Mr. Mon- 
tague, appearing Vigorous in the Profecution of that Affair in the 
Houfe of Commons
